Editor's note: This is a very 

interesting speculation from Trevor, 
who has had some scientific 
background. It certainly would explain 
many unexplained things in the cosmos. 
Maybe black holes could be the key to 
the universes as we know and don't 
know them. Perhaps readers into 
quantum physics might be able to see 
if Trevor'S hypothesis could very well 
be likely to be the evidence to life 
as we know it and indeed how the 
universe really did get going, and how 
that BIG BANG really started! Anybody 
got any follow up ideas on this? 
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Trevor Griffith's hypothesis of 
black holes being the gateway to 
another universe or another dimension 
has been gaining momentum for several 
years. 

In 1980 and 1982 it was postulated 
that in the distant future, which 
seems by today's technologies, to be 
IMPOSSIBLE, (six centuries time or 
more), a fleet of interstellar 
specially built craft would produce 
artificial black holes in space so 
that humans could travel through them 
to other parts of the universe, in a 
similar manner as in science fiction 
star ships hyper drive which would 
cut down travelling to the stars by 
days rather than hundreds of years. 

Time and space would no longer 
apply as we know it. But what happens 
to all the matter which black holes 
are supposed to consume, bearing in 
mind that their existence, as far as 
I am aware, has still not been 
utterly proved. What goes in one 
side must come out somewhere else. 



Seyfert galaxies, like the one 
above, are thought to be enomEHis 
white holes pouring natter back: in¬ 
to the IMiverse as fast as black 
holes are taking it out—but how is 
ffan going to PROVE it? 

What could happen when we approach 
a black hole? How would the process 
of travelling to another galaxy 
happen? 

Should an astronaut attempting to 
enter just let himself go, leaving 
the controls of his craft to the 
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massive gravitational fields of the 
black hole, hoping that he will be 
sucked down safely? 

No. Scientists think he would be 
sucked into the singularity and be 
crushed to pieces. Instead he would 
remember the disc shape of the black 
hole. This disc will have will have 
measurements thus: Circumference-116 
miles (190 kilometres). Rotates at a 
velocity of-1000 revolutions per 
second. Each part of it will must be 
revolving at speeds of 116,000 miles 
per second (190,000 km/s). The 
astronaut would have to match this 
speed exactly as he approaches a 
black hole. This velocity, which is 
slightly more than 60 per cent of the 
speed of light, should not be against 
any scientific law but might be 
attained by a advanced space craft of 
the future, since the speed of light 
is reckoned to be the maximum that is 
possible, at present. After all this 
is done, the astronaut should find 
that, in a way, will now be 
stationary, ie relative to each 
other, and when he looks at the black 
hole edge beside him he may see a 
rectangular opening at height of 640 
yards (590 metres). This aperture is 
the gateway to another part of space 
and is the route which passes through 
both event horizons (inner and outer) 
and avoids the crushing densities of 
the singularity. 

Diving into the aperture, the 
astronaut and his ship would vanish 
from the sight of any outside 
observer. He would now have vanished 
from the immediate region of space. 
The miracle would be accomplished of 
vanishing from one place and 
reappearing, a moment later, in 
another one, which may be separated 
from the point of disappearance by a 
vast distance. How does this theory 
work? What actually happens in the 
region between the two event 
horizons? This is very mysterious, 
but what can be said with some 
certainty; distances within it are 
abridged absolutely. The word 
'distance' not only loses its present 
meaning, it ceases to have any 
meaning by its very nature of passing 
through the inner event horizon of 
the black hole, the space craft has 
crossed what is now known as the 
Einstein-Rosen bridge-a timeless 

passage that interconnects diffe^^®^^ 
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regions of our Universe and an 
immeasurable fraction of a second 
later, emerges in another distant 
part of space. 


Albert Einstein and Isaac Rosen developed this siniple model (top) of a 
static black hole - the tamous Einstein Rosen bridge A spacecraft 
entering the black hole along the upper surface of spacetime will 
emerge on the lower surface l)ui where will this be? Einstein and 
Rosen suggested that 
spacetime in our Universe 
may be curved (centre), so 
the spaceship will emerge at 
a different lime and place, 
but if, as astronomers now 
believe, spacetime in our 
Universe, is almost flat, the 
shape of the Einstein Rosen 
bridge could look more like a 
wormhole (bottom) lurking 
different parts of our 
Universe 






Curios however is the fact that any 
space craft entering this 

hypothetical system not only is flung 
into another part of space, but will 
find they have travelled backwards in 
time. This Einstein-Rosen bridge is 
believed to be a time machine, and 
according to writer, Adrian Berry 
from which these quotes have been 
taken, says in talking about time 
travel we are entering a complete 
fantasy...not so, for he believes 
that a time machine and a distance 
abolishing machine are just two 
phrases to describe the same thing. 
Cosmology News will not enter a 
discussion on how time can be bent 
either direction but to hypothesise 
on whether, as Trevor points out 
whether another dimensional universe 
can exist THROUGH one. Returning to 
Adrian Berry, he asks how would our 
astronaut ever return? Is he lost for¬ 
ever? He can return from his point 
of departure by way of a white hole, 
(see photo). How? A black hole is 
implosion, and a white hole is 

explosion. 
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Nothing can escape from a black 
hole, continues Berry, but everything 
must escape from a white one. 

Do white holes exist? Yes, in 
theory. Although visible from Earth 
telescopes they have been so far 
(1982) proved difficult to identify. 

A giant white hole would be 
indistinguishable from an exploding 
galaxy. Research in Bombay suggest 
that those very violent exploding 
galaxies known as Seyfert galaxies 
(after their discoverer) could be 
giant white holes, pouring back 
matter into the Universe, that black 
holes are swallowing up. Everything 
would be in reverse. Prediction is 
that a white hole will come into 
existence at the very same instant 
as its corresponding black hole. 
Therefore the astronaut would emerge 
equally unscathed a fraction of a 
second later from a white one. The 
black holes would help space 
travellers go vast distances 
instantly of many light years, but 
have no means of getting back, except 
by normal space travel taking him 
many decades. Therefore we come back 
to the artificially created black 
hole to enable the astronaut to 
return to a point no further than 
about one light year from the sun. A 
second black hole would create a 
white hole. Two Einstein-Rosen 
bridges would then come into 

existence. This then would be star 

travel as envisaged by science 
fiction writers. It is impossible by 
our level of technology now, but even 
television was impossible by the 

technology of the 1920's, and in one 
radio book of that date, it was not 
recommended to buy the primitive 
device that it then was. In the space 
of a few short years, we have TV as 
we know it. For sure, a journey 
through a black hole is in the 
future, but like TV, sciences 

advances will probably catch up and 
shorten the odds in the race to the 
stars.

In Tlje Beginning (Viking £16.99), which 
was influenced by the satellite COSMIC 
BACKGROUND EXPLORER, which discovered 
"ripples" in space, and reported in 
this magazine a few issues ago. 
Scientist Stephen Hawking said at the 
time was "the discovery of the 
century, if not of all time." John 
Gribbin, the author thinks these 
ripples in the Universe as a missing 
link that confirms earlier thinking 
about the creation of the Universe. 
With his background in Cosmology and 
evolution, the resulting book is 
fascinating, concluding that there is 
much out there in space. Gribbin puts 
the ripples in the Universe down to a 
definite beginning of creation in 
time. The ripples are traceries on the 
residue left by the Big Bang, produced 
from clumping of matter, that later 
grew into whole galaxies. Talking also 
on living things he writes: "there is 
no known upper limit to the size or 
complexity of living systems." his 
quotes,"The only genuinely living 
SYSTEM that we know...is the entire 
biosphere of Earth, and it is doubtful 
whether any single individual organism 
from that biosphere would continue to 
'live' if it were transported to the 
arid, airless surface of the Moon." 

There is a whole lot more to this 
book than CN has space to review it 
in. It is a wonder of words and how 
perhaps life and the Universe came 
into existence. 

Our Place In The Universe by Fred 
Hoyle and Chandra Wickramasinghe (Dent 
£16.99) enlarges Hoyle's idea that the 
Universe contains a huge population of 
bacterial life. He believes particles 
of dust in space could be living 
material , and from some trace 
amino-acids found in meteors in the 
1970's, he may well be right. 

One hypothesis of Hoyle's is that 
this dry dust material could be 
resulting bacteriological life on 
Earth, for example is that bacteria 
found on Earth are incredibly 
resilient. One strain was recovered 
still alive from the Moon, and some 
have even been recovered from inside 
of a functioning nuclear reactor. In 
his book Hoyle writes:" These are not 
properties that one would expect to 
have evolved on Earth, but they are 
all properties necessary for survival 
in space."

He says that life on Earth is too 
complicated and complex for it to have 
begun on our planet, but doesn't fully 
explain the question of how he feels 
life on Earth originated, he feels 
however that comets play a part in 
life's creation here. In a vast region 
of space there is the Oort cloud which 
is a store-house of frozen comets 
waiting to be triggered into motion, 
and they then plunge towards the Sun. 
Hoyle believes comets are storage for 
"residues of intense biological 
activity."Virus, he believes could 
replicate. In his book, Hoyle goes on 
in depth to explain some of this to 
the readers, giving us one more look 
at how life on Earth and its creation 
originated. This does sound plausible 
when you consider some of the strange 
diseases that have sprung up from 
nowhere and for which science has no 
immediate answer for, or cures for. 
Perhaps human life stemmed from such a 
contact with a dust particle from a 
passing comet. This would very well 
explain why humans were not around for 
billions of years; the dinosaurs came 
before us, and why in terms of time 
span, humans have only populated the 
Earth for a quarter of the Earth's 
life. ARE WE TRULY BEINGS FROM SPACE, 
and was the first Adam and Eve, not 
what we are told they were!?

Is There Li£e 
on Mars? 

IT WOULD BE terribly disappointing to find that no life existed anywhere except on 
Earth, and that Mars was as lifeless as the Moon. It would be terribly exciting to 
discover if life once existed, or still exists in any shape or form in its red, oxide 
dust. In science fiction writer Ray Bradbury's book: THE MARTIAN CHRONICLES, he 
postulated that sometime in the future, around the 21 Century, expeditions to Mars 
ended in disasters when none of them were heard from again, at least for a while.

I T JUST about floored me!” 
‘‘This is an astonishing! 
thing!”

Yet these were the 
words used to describe one more 
discovery indicating the magni¬ 
tude of the universe. 

liarly this year, at the meeting 
of the American Astronomical So¬ 
ciety, scientists expressed both 
wonder and bafflement. Being dis¬ 
cussed were two enormous arcs dis¬ 
covered in the far-off heavens. 

Baffling Discoveries 

The brilliant blue formations are 
apparently composed of hundreds 
of millions of stars spread out in 
perfectly formed arcs. They are by 
far the largest structures in the 
universe ever seen by human eyes 
through optical instru- 
ments. What is most perplexing 
to theorists is the sheer size and 
symmetry of these formations. 
“You could wrap our galaxy three 
or four times with this thing," de¬ 
clared one physicist. “It looks like 
God created something like a long 
rope, cut it into simple 
pieces . . . and plopped it up into 
the sky," he said. 

Add these arcs, stretching like 
colossal rainbows across incompre¬ 
hensible distances, to the ever¬ 
growing body of evidence as to how 
vast the universe is. Where does 
that put us? 

Our galaxy—-the Milky Way—is 
merely one of uncounted billions. 
It is not outstanding as far as 
galaxies go. Though it be composed 
of an immense number of 
stars, still it is but a speck 
in the chill reaches of in¬ 
finite space. 

Tucked away in the 
outskirts of this speck 
glows an ordinary, yel¬ 
lowish dwarf star. It is 
our sun. And one of the 
smallest of the planets re¬ 
volving around this sun is 
the earth upon which we 
live.

Once you have done this and understood 
your life and the lessons that you set 
yourself to learn, you can then decide 
on what you still wish to learn, you can 
then decide on what you still wish to 
learn and what kind of life you are to 
go for next time. This does not happen 
as quickly as it sounds. Time in the 
spirit realm does not exist as it does 
down here. It could take hundreds of 
years to achieve this status. The Bardo 
tells that once you reach the second 
state of sangsara, you travel to a 
sangsara reward. (Rest or heavenly 
pleasure, or whatever you have 
deserved.) The spirits tell us that you 
remain in a place of your choosing, 
perhaps that garden of peace or valley 
of harmonious choirs, whatever you 
consider as your place, shall be where 
you end up. You spend time leisurely 
going over your past lives and moulding 
your future life from those past ones. 
Or you help the passage of other spirits 
into your realm. I was invited once by 
my spirit friends to travel to a level 
and to see the Zebrugger disaster from 
the spirit point of view. It was so 
"busy" and there were so many spirits 
being helped across and met, that it 
occurred to me that it was a wonder 
anyone found anyone else in the chaos! 
But all passed into spirit without any 
hiccups or lost souls. 

Indeed it maybe that some spirits are 
not destined to be reborn and that their 
life on earth is finished. They have 
learnt all that there is to learn and 
have no desire to return to the flesh. 
These people know that time and do not 
fear it, but look forward to it with 
anticipation and longing. 

Most of us will be reborn again. The 
spirits tell us that if you are a 
criminal or bad person, that you go to a 
lower level and have to work your way up 
in the levels, before you are reborn. If 
you took yourself over before your time, 
i.e. through suicide, that you do not go 
to a low level, but are considered lost 
and ill. A "sick" spirit is nursed back 
to strength and then put on the right 
level. If you were murdered or slain in 
war, the same principle applies. Also if 
you were deformed in the physical life, 
you will be reborn into the spirit life 
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complete. (It may serve to say that a 
great many people will not donate their 
organs, because they are afraid of dying 
incomplete and that may have an effect 
on their destination. Suffice to say 
that this is not so. 

The Bardo teaches us that there comes 
a point where we will decide that we 
have reached the sangsara of decision, 
when we begin to yearn for the desire to 
be reborn into the physical world and we 
begin to observe the flesh dwellers in 
the physical world and look for suitable 
couples or parents. The couples have to 
fit the pattern that we have decided 
will be our next life. 

The spirits tell us that after a 
period of time on their side, we choose 
the right time for each of us as 
individuals, to be reborn into the 
flesh, each theory is similar, so we can 
assiime that the Bardo is correct again. 
Thus we are entered into the womb as a 
new soul and begin our earthly life. 
Even so, we still have vague memories of 
our past lives, depending on the amount 
- of bime that we have spent in the spirit 
realm. 

So that is the theory of the dying 
process. It is accurate to the point 
that all I have said has been written 
before or lived through by other people. 
It is truth to say that although this 
may not be what happens, it is enough 
that most of it is recognisable as 
probably what we experience when we die. 
It is up to your own free will to decide 
if you wish to believe what I have 
stated, and even if you cannot go along 
with all that I have said, it may serve, 
that you do not have as many fears as 
you had at the beginning of this thesis, 
about fearing death.

Maybe, if we all had the discipline of 
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the Tibetan's we would not have the fear 
of death. Next time you encounter a 
death remember what you have read here 
and worry not. Mourn not. Indeed it is 
sad to say farewell to someone we have 
loved and had about us for so many 
earthly years, it is hard to imagine how 
we will cope without that person beside 
us. But think not for yourself, but for 
the rebirth of that spirit that will 
remain faithful to you and be there for 
you again at your time of rebirth. 

Tears serve to cause distress to the 
spirit, so remember not to cry, for they 
are not sad. If you were nursing a 
dying relative try to begin to help them 
on their way, by helping them to 
recognise the symptoms of death? and 
once they are reborn say goodbye with a 
smile and relief on your face. Know that 
they are not lost. They are not alone 
and they have no fear. Death is the same 
as birth, though in birth, it is all so 
physical and seeable. 

Death is emotional and so obvious, 
but it could be. The choice is yours. We 
all will be reborn some day, so fear it 
not, but look forward to it as you would 
the arrival of your first child.

Richani S. MacNeish, of the Andover P'’oun- 
dation for Archeological Research in Massachu¬ 
setts, led a team that made ihe discoveries in a 
New Mexico cave on the grounds of Ft. Idiss. He 
pronounced them “incontrovertible evidence of 
the presence of humans'’ earlier than 11.300 
years ago, the time usually cited. 

Although claims of comparable or even older 
finds have been made, none has offered both 
indisputable evidence of human presence and 
secure dating. Kxperts in th(‘ long-simmermL» 
controversies over just when ancient Asian.s 
crossed into North America said that the 
discoveries may come closer than ever before to 
providing the solution. 

Scientists who heard the report at the annual 
meeting of the American Assn, for the Ad¬ 
vancement of Science said the most tantalizing 
signs of human presence are what appear to bo 
human palm and finger prints on clay found in 
28,IXX)-year-old layer of earth, and a number of 
hearths in various layers that go back perhaps 
38,000 years, many of them ringed with fire- 
cracked stones and still holding charred logs up 
to eight inches thick —far bigger than could 
have been brought in by animals. 

'rhe |)rints. verified as human by polK'e 
forensic scientists, were on clay that had been 
shaped to si'rve as a firc' pit. 

3'he shallow cave, called Fendejo, reaches into i 
a limestone bluff and contains 23 dislmcl layers, 
dating from’modern times at the top lo progres¬ 
sively older layers deeper down, d'he dating was 
done by the radiocarbon method and. in some 
cases, confirmed via therinoluininescence, a 
newer method. 

Scattered about many of ihe layers were 
bones from tapirs, horse.s, llamas, giant bison 
and other animals of species now extinci 
MacNeish said the bones were mainly of 
limbs—suggesting that these parts w(‘re cut off 
in the field and carried into the cave to be 
cooked and eaten.

DONATION LEADS TO "Jurassaoriks”

Once again, life imitates art: A 
new species of dinosaur, the oldest 
armored dinosaur ever discovered, 
has just been identified, and it is 
being named after a movie about 
fictional dinosaurs. 

The species “jurassosaurus ned- 
egoapeferkimorum,” found in the 
mountains of northwestern China, 
is being named after the movie 
“Jurassic Park” and the actors 
who appear in it, in recognition of 
a grant for dinosaur research 
made by the film’s director, Ste¬ 
ven Spielberg. 

The dinosaur was unearthed in 
1980, but scientists still are ex¬ 
tracting the bones from surround¬ 
ing rock. Dong Zhiming, curator of 
paleontology at the Institute of 
Vertebrate Paleontology and Pa¬ 
leoanthropology in Beijing, identi¬ 
fied it as a new species. 

The discovery will help scien¬ 
tists understand the evolution of 
this particular family of dinosaurs, 
Dong said, in part because the 
“specimen is well preserved.” It 
dates from about 170 million years 
ago, the middle ol the Jurassic era, 










The second part of the species 
name is derived from letters of the 
last names of members of the 
film's cast. The film, scheduled for 
release next summer, involves the 
creation of living dinosaurs 
through the use of new biotechnol¬ 
ogy methods. 

The fossilized bones were found 
























by geologists prospecting for oil 
near Lake Tianchi, at the foot of 
the Tien Shan mountains. Dong has 
collected and studied its skull, ar¬ 
mor plates, vertebrae and pelvic 
bones. Dong is credited with iden¬ 
tifying more new dinosaur species 
than any other living scientist, a 
feat he attributes to the rich troves 
of material that exist in China. 

A $25,000 donation Spielberg 
made to the Chinese museum 
should help preserve and mount 
many more dinosaur specimens 
and do further exploration work, 
Dong said. The donation was ar¬ 
ranged through the Dinosaur Soci¬ 
ety, a nonprofit educational group 
based in New Bedford, Mass. 

Dinosaur Society founder Don 
Lessem said the new species 
“opens windows onto a lost Juras¬ 
sic world.” 
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Gossip made humans greatj theory holds

LONDON — aScientists have dis- 
‘ covered why humans developed lar^e 
? brains. We have them to indulge in 
;! the complex business of tittle-tattling 
*; about our neighbors and relations. 

Its sounds bizarre. However, the 
T theory does explain one basic, baf- 
V-' fling question about human nature: 

< why billions of years of evolution 
*• have produced a creature whose fa¬ 
vorite pastimes are reading about 
film stars’ sex lives, discussing the 
pcrcadiiloes of politicians, ana be- 
mf>aning failed royal relationships. 

“The answer seems to lie in the 
evolutionary roots of our large 
brains." says Robin Dunbar, profes¬ 
sor of biological anthropology at Uni¬ 
versity College, London. 

Writing in a recent issue of New 
. Scientist, Dunbar argues that humans 
: evolved large brains in response to 
the growing complexity of their soci- 

e all primates, our socieW de- 
pends on intense social bonas, in 
* which knowledge is used to form 
‘. complex alliances. This explanation 
for our awesome brainpower is

Argentina who have 
discovered a skeleton 
of a 180 kg reptile 
that ran on its hind 
legs, and ripped prey 
apart with jaws and 
claws.

known, not surprisingly, as the Ma- 
chiavellia hypothesis. 

But how large would a group of 
people be naturally? Modem societ¬ 
ies, in which most citizens are com¬ 
pressed into cities, provide no an¬ 
swer. Dunbar has looked elsewhere, 
and has found that groups of about 
150 seem to form the optimum hu¬ 
man collective. 

Stone age villages were about that 
size, while army companies — from 
Roman times to the present day — 
have consisted of around 130 to 140 
men. Similarly, most managers today 
reckon that firms of fewer than 150 
employees usually work well in terms 
of jperson-to-person relationships. 

The natural grouping for the hu¬ 
man race is therefore about 150 indi¬ 
viduals, Dunbar concludes, a size 
that may have been particularly ef¬ 
fective m managing resources such 
as access to water holes or food sup¬ 
plies. 

“But how could the ancestral hu¬ 
mans have ensured the proper degree 
of bonding within such large 
groups?” he then asks. 

The an.swer is, of course, lan^age. 
“Conventional uisdom has always 
supposed that language evolved to

enable humans to exchange informa¬ 
tion about food sour^s and to aid 
co-operation during ^faunting.“ he 
says. 

^*But it is difficult aee why hu¬ 
mans should be any more in need of 
this than other primates. A more 
plausible suggestion is that language 
evolved to enable humans to inte¬ 
grate a Lugcr number of individuals 
into their social groups.” 

In other words, says Dunbar, by 
talking to one person we can find out 
a great deal about how other individ¬ 
uals are likely to behave, how we 
should react to them, and what kinds 
of relationships they have with third 
parties. 

This information would allow us to 
co-ordinate our social relationships 
within a group more effectively. 

“This would explain our fascina¬ 
tion for social gossip in the newspa¬ 


pers, and why gossip about relation¬ 
ships accounts for an overwhelming 
praportion of human conversations,” 
ne says. 

To test this th^ry, Dunbar moni¬ 
tored conversations at his universi¬ 
ty’s dining hall. Social relatidnships 
and personal experiences accounted 
for about 70 per cent of conversation 
time. And about half of this was de¬ 
voted to the relationships or experi- 
enoea of third parties. 

“Males, howevt-, tended to talk 
more about their own relationships 
and experiences, whereas women 
tended to talk most about other peo¬ 
ple’s." 

From that finding, Dunbar con¬ 
cludes that language may first have 
evolved among women, or more pre¬ 
cisely. among our female ancestors.

In a study it was shown 
the characteristics of
